the world tour 


which was planned to follow the 
Drury Lane engagement. 
I returned from 
Belgium to 


find 
mother still in a whirl with 
cgal complications. She had gol 
nothing settled (I could never got 
icr to explain exactly whal she 
was up against), bul I knew thai 
she was obliged to work despite 
thc 
delicate 
condition 
of her 
throat. I presumed poor father had 
not been able to send money lo 
get her out of Ihc lawsuit mess, 
and it was up lo me lo help and 
get working as soon us possible. 
There was a series of long and 
heated discussions 
wilh grand- 
mama, who. wanled me to go witi 
Diaghilcv, opening in thc Alliain- 
bra at the end of April. He had 
promised her in Madrid thai I was 
lo work in "Tricornio". and his 
word was thc same as a contract. 
Besides, he wanted her 
to give 
him Spanish details for thc dances. 
They got on famously and were 
always in a huddle with cards and 
incantations. Diaghilcv 
was ex- 
tremely superstitious and loved all 
the things 
grandmama did and 
said lo bring good luck. 
Pavlova cxpeclcd 
me to work 


for her in London in June, since 
we had accepted her terms ver- 
bally, but mother would not sign 
any contract 
with her, and the 
situation became very involved. In 
the end, grandmama gol her way 
about my joining Diaghilcv, and 
we went to thc Alhambra at the 
last minute. 
It was not a nice thing to have 
done to Pavlova, for she had been 
very correct with us. I have al- 
ways hoped that she understood 
I was not lo blame. 
The ballel season of lhal year 
was m a r v e l o u s , Thc triumphs 
af. th^ "Bt'iitiiiue Fantasque" and 


"KI Triconiici" arc loo well known 
for me to give a dissertation on 
them, but undoubtedly they were 
two of 'the1 most brilliant repre- 
sentations 
Diaghilcv even- 
pro- 


duced. I had special lessons wilh 
Maestro lliaghilcv's ballot mn.sle. 
and'technical aide, CecchcUi. who 
was perhaps the world's grealcn!

As soon as lu' 
got hold of me. he started al'ler 
my left arm, which was stiff and 
often difficult to work with.

Pavlova 
had seldom 
crilici/.ecl 
them. 
CecchcUi had no patience

As I have said before, 
1 am able lo hide Ihe shortness in
